164 THE FERGUSSON STANDING MAZER 


This wonderful example of early Scottish silver has a 
maple-wood bowl mounted with a wide rim of silver 
which has a slightly everted lip, and an escallop fringe 
below decorated with a formal engraved ornament. The 
bowl stands on a tall silver stem of plain cylinder pattern 
widening sharply towards the base which, extending 
outwards, is delicately embossed with trefoil-shaped 
panels containing vases of flowers with a punched border 
above and mouldings below. 


The interior of the bowl is mounted with a circular 
silver medallion engraved with the arms of Fergusson (on 
a chevron between three boars’ heads, two and one, a 
mullet) impaling Durham (on a fesse three mullets), and 
with the initials DF and ID (David Fergusson and 
Isobel Durham his wife). Surrounding the coat of arms 
is a quotation from I Corinthians, Chapter 4: @vrp. 
HABES + QVOD + NON + ACCEPISTI + SI - ACCEPISTI. QVID - 
GLORIARIS « I: CORIN: 4- (What hast thou that thou didst 
not receive ? Now if thou didst receive it why dost 
thou glory ?) and the date 1576.

HISTORY AND TRADITIONAL ORIGIN : 


David Fergusson was born about 1525 of an Ayrshire 
family which migrated to Dundee. He began life as a 
glover, but preferring a more intellectual career, gave 
up the trade and was educated for the Church. In 1560 
he was inducted_as first Reformed Presbyterian Minister 
of Dunfermline, and subsequently became tutor and 
chaplain to the young King James VI (afterwards 
James I of England). who in his early days lived chiefly 
at the Palace of Dunfermline. 


There is no proof that this Mazer was a gift from King 
James to his tutor, but such is the legend, and though 
the king would only have been ten years old at the time, 
there seems no reason why tradition should be discredited. 
Fergusson, largely on account of his tactful and witty 
manner, is known to have been for years on intimate 
terms with his sovereign. Wodrow, for instance, says 
that by “his pleasant and facetious conversation he 
often pleased and pacified the king when he was in a 
fury ” (Analecta, p. 120), and his reply to a question of 
the king as to the reason why the Master of Gray’s house 
shook during the night: “Why should not the devil 
rock his ain bairns ? ” is a typical example of his humour. 
He was undoubtedly a great favourite with his young 
charge.

There is furthermore in the possession of the Fergusson 
family a miniature, painted on one side with a portrait 
of King James and on the other side with one of David 
Fergusson. This, and a silver spoon bearing the same 
initials as the Mazer, descended with it from David 
Fergusson to his great grandson, the Rev. David Fer- 
gusson, episcopal minister of Strathmartin in Angus. 
Thence to his niece, Barbara Fergusson, afterwards wife 
of Alexander Graham of Meathie. On the death of 
James Graham in 1792, a younger son, whose heir 
assumed the name of Webster, came into possession of 
the relics, and it was through this family (Webster) that 
they came back into the Fergusson family in 1899.
